For the first month of his life, Ulysses 8S. Grant 
had no name at all. His parents considered “Albert,” 
but then settled on “Hiram Ulysses Grant.” Young 
Hiram couldn’t bear the thought of someone notic- 
ing that his initials were H.U.G., so he dropped the 
“Hiram.” Then a Congressman mistakenly nominat- 
ed him to military school as “Ulysses Simpson 
Grant.” He decided to keep the name. 

And as for silly nicknames: Warren 
Harding’s mother called him Winnie. (She 
always wished she’d named him 
Winfield.) Teddy Roosevelt was 
“Teedie” for years. And because 
George Bush always offered to 
share his toys, he was nicknamed 
“Have-Half.” 

Lyndon Johnson was 
nameless for the first three 
months of his life. Everyone 
simply called him Baby. 


Go to the Head of the Country 


It’s not always the teacher’s 
pet who grows up to be pres- 
ident. Sometimes it’s the 
school rebel, like President 
John Tyler, who once led a 
revolt against an unpopular 
schoolmaster. Woodrow Wil- 
son was a late bloomer; he 
couldn’t read until he was nine 
years old. 

While none of our presidents 
actually flunked out of school, a sur- 
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prising number of them 
were, well, not at the 
head of the class. Both 
Andrew Jackson and 
Zachary Taylor were 
bad spellers, and they 
remained so for their 
whole lives. Bill Clinton got 
a “C” for conduct in the second 
grade because he yelled out the answers before the 
other kids got a chance. 

Abraham Lincoln went to school for 
no more than a year in total. And 
Andrew Johnson was the president 
who never went to school at all. 

(He had such a strong interest in 

books, however, that he taught 
himself to read when he was a 
teenager.)

You like someone. You’ve tried everything, and they 
still won't give you the time of day. If you’re looking for 
new ideas on how to woo and win, consider the unusual 
but real approaches of these courting creatures. 


Sing a catchy tune. 

Male humpback whales croon tender songs with rippling bass notes that 
can be heard for miles. A healthy whale can sing a 35-minute song in one 
breath. One was heard serenading for 22 hours straight! Some scientists 
believe the males that compose new songs are the most popular with the 
ladies. A humpback may swim a great distance—sometimes all the way from 
Alaska to Hawaii—to find a new audience for his songs. (Human males are 
known to form mediocre rock bands to impress the babes.) 







Learn to dance. 
When a female fiddler crab walks by, the 
males start to dance, hoping to attract her. (\ 
Depending on the species, the dancing can 
look like anything from ballet to a 
western hoedown. And since crabs can't 
rent powder-blue prom tuxedos to dress 
up for a date, they change color—from 
drab-looking browns and grays to livelier shades like magenta or 
turquoise. When a female crab finds a male crab she likes, the two of 
them disappear down a hole together. Yee-claw! 


Prepare a nice meal. 

The male tree cricket attracts his mate by noisily scraping 
his wings together. Females can't chirp; they're strictly 
audience members. If a female stops to listen, the guy 
touches her with his antennae to make sure she's of the 
same species. If she checks out, he treats her to dinner: 
She chows down on a yummy sauce he secretes 

into a pit on the back of his hind wing. (“Hey, dinner 

is on me tonight!”) 
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Bring a gift. 
The male European nursery web spider brings his intended a present—a juicy insect 
wrapped in web silk. Often he wraps the bug in many layers of silk to make it look 
bigger and to attach it more firmly to his body, so he can yank it back if she tries to 
make off with it. If she accepts the gift, they have a date. But she will threaten him or 
run away if she thinks the bug is too small.

Wear perfume. WA 
The female gypsy moth doesn't fly, but that doesn’t 
keep her from meeting guys. Her secret weapon isa 
powerful natural perfume called a pheromone, which 
she secretes from a gland on her abdomen. She sits in a tree and lets the 
wind carry her scent. The male moths, who can smell her from as far 
away as seven miles, show up in droves. A little scent is all it takes—four 
millionths of an ounce could be enough to attract a billion male moths. 
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Redecorate your pad. 

Male bowerbirds of Australia and New Guinea build 
chambers, called bowers, out of branches and twigs. 
The sole purpose is to impress females, and the 
fancier the pad, the better. They might decorate them 
with exotic fruit, flowers, feathers, shells, or even the 
skulls of small bats. Some bowerbirds paint the bowers 
with their own blue or dark-green spit! But when it’s 
time to raise a family, the female ditches the beautiful 
bower and moves into a drab nest to lay her eggs. 


if all else fails ... try the direct approach. 
The brook sculpin spends most of its time at the 
bottom of a river. The male likes to hang out at the 
entrance to his nest and watch the females go by. 
When a female he’s interested in comes along, he 
nods and turns his head black. Then he swallows 

her entire head in his mouth and pulls her into his 

nest. (Kids, don't try this at home.) 
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You wouldn’t recognize Byron 
Taylor if you saw him on the 
street, but if you’ve ever watched 
Nickelodeon, you've seen his 
work. Byron created the sets and 
stunts on such shows as Double 
Dare, Nickelodeon GUTS, Legends 
of the Hidden Temple, Clarissa 
Explains It All, and Welcome 
Freshmen. He’s also the person 
who figured out the best slime 
formula to dump on people’s 
heads on Double Dare. We 
spoke with him in his toy-filled 
office in New York City. 


What is the grossest thing you’ve 
ever designed for Double Dare? 
The Nose. And we’ve figured out ways 
to make it even grosser. We put 
compressed air in it, so we could blow 
the Nose on cue. Then, of course, we 
have to think about all the crazy things, 
other than green slime, to stuff up that 
Nose. We've used confetti, gak, and 
spaghetti (but that looked too much like 
a bloody nose). Once the Nose even had 
a whipped cream-filled pimple on its tip. 
Pretty gross stuff. 

The In-One-Ear-and-Out-The-Other is 
disgusting, too. It’s part of a giant head, 
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about eight feet tall, with huge ears 
you can crawl in between. The problem 
there was trying to find something that 
would simulate earwax. We ultimately 
settled on a concoction based on 
butterscotch pudding. 


What was your first job at 
Nickelodeon? 

In 1986, I worked on the first season of 
Double Dare, designing obstacles. I had 
trained to be a set designer for theater 
and had never worked in television before, 
so it was quite a new, different experience. 


What did you want to be when you 


- were a kid? 
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I wanted to be an archaeologist for the 
longest time. But I hate bugs. Being out in 
the jungle wouldn’t have been a good 
experience for me. 

Then I got into theater. I did plays. 
I also wanted to draw comic books. | 
was a huge comic book fan, so I took 
drawing classes when I was 12. In high 
school I put those two things together 
and did sets for the shows, because I 
wasn’t a very good actor.
